The assurance of the Information and broadcasting Miniater, Mr Vasant Sathe 
that there was absolutely no desire on his part to bypass Parliament since 
he valued both its conventions as well as ite dignity, did not appear to 
appease the members, 


Both Dr Madhu Dandavate (JP) in the Lok Sabha and Mr L.K. Advani (BJP) tn 
the Rajya Sabha said whether the Minister agreed or not the question in- 
volved was one of propriety. 


Mr Dandavate said that in a similar incident in the fifth Lok Sabha, the 
Speaker had held it to be @ matter of impropriety that a Miniater should 

make statements on policy issues outside the House when Parliament was in 
session, There were angry exchanges between the member and the Minister, 


Mr Sathe: “I have not committed any illegality." 


Mr Dandavate: “I don't care if the Minister agrees, but the question is 
one of propriety." 


In a written statement, Mr Sathe said that for some time some names of 
the commission had been appearing in the Press, The names had to be duly 
notified under the rules so that they could be validly published, Hence 
the notification of the names of the new members was made on June 18, 


Mr Sathe said that the Government had accepted the resignations submitted 
by the former Chairman and members of the Press Commission in January and 
had announced that the commission would be reconstituted with revised and 
more comprehensive terms of reference, 











in the Rajya Sabha, the CPL leader, Mr Bhupesh Gupta, demanded a discuse- 
sion on the tasue and wondered why the Opposition was not consulted, It

RAO CONCERNED OVER REPORTED BANGLADESH MURDERS

[Text] New Delhi, June 20,--External Affairs Minister, Mr P.V. Narasimha 
Rao, expressed concern in the Rajya Sabha today over the reported murder 
of many prominent citizens of the minority community in Bangladesh during 
the past year, He admitted that certain "regrettable" incidents involv- 
ing the minority communities of Bangladesh had come to the notice of the 
Government of India, 


In reply to a question tabled by Mr Kalyan Roy (CPI), the Minister said 
India had taken up the matter at the highest level as there was danger 
of refugees coming into India, 


But, he pointed out, as these reporte concerned the internal affaires of 
another sovereign State, the Government of India was not in a position to 
make any comment on them, 


At the same time, he explained that it had been conveyed to the Bangla- 
desh leadership that if any group of their citizens, because of cultural 
or social status, should have a sense of insecurity, it might vitiate 
the atmosphere of cordiality in "our relations." 


Mr Rao said in reply to a supplementary that Bangladesh was still a party 
to the Nehru-Liaquat pact. 


Mr Kalyan Roy said that members of the Chakma tribe in the Chittagong hills 
had been subjected to repression. In fact, there was a "flight" of Budd- 
hists from the Chittagong region into India to escape repression, he added, 


UNI and PTI adds: India has conveyed its concern to the U.S. Government 
on Washington's intentions to supply arms to Pakistan, Mr Rao told the 
Rajya Sabha today.

ALLENATION OF TRIBAL YOUTH IN TRIPURA ALLEGED 
Caleutta THE STATESMAN in English 21 Jun 80 pp 1, 16 
[Article by Manash Ghosh] 


[Text] Agartala, June 20.<-The most significant feature in Tripura's 
politics in recent months has been the alienation of a large number of 
the tribal youth from the established political parties and their rallying 
round the banner of the Tripura Upajati Juba Samity to protect tribal 
interests. 


They seem to have come to the conclusion that no other party--the CPI(M), 
the Congress(l) or Janata--except the TUJS can appreciate the problems 

and aspirations of the tribals. The benefits of whatever little devel- 
opment that has taken place in the State since its accession, have accrued 
mainly to non-tribale who have also demographically reduced the tribals, 
original settlers of the place, into a minority over the years--one-third 
of the State's population of 1.9 million. 


Complaints and deep-seated grievances of the tribal youth, except those 
lucky few who are in the Indian Administrative and State services, are 
many. Many qualified tribal youth who have been denied jobs in the State 
Government are now holding senior posts outside the State. A brilliant 
tribal science graduate for whom the State Government could find no better 
job than a low-paid municipal one, is now in a senior position in a Central 
Government undertaking at Ranchi. 


The allegation is that non-tribale secured most of the prized jobs; for 
the low-paid jobs, the tribals are sidetracked openly. ‘ihe 29% quota of 
jobs reserved for tribals in the State Government is not filled on vari- 
ous pleas, one of which is said to be non-availability of suitable candi- 
dates for the posts. 


Sentiments Hurt 


Many talented tribal boys cannot pursue higher studies because of poverty. 
Those who qualify for Government scholarships get their money so late that 
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their names are atruck of! the rolle and thelr results are withheld, "This 
lu done deliberately to put tribal atudentsa into difficulty so that we 
leave studies in dlagust and cannot compete with nonetribala for jobs, 

hut we are not like our forefathers and won't give up our rights without 

a tight," said a young Kiang tribal atudent of a Shillong college, There 
have been many tncidenta which have hurt tribal sentiments badly, 


In 1978, about 3,000 Chakma Buddhist tribals tled into Tripura, tollowlng 
their persecution in the nelghbourtag Chittagong HL11 Tracta of Banglae 
deah. The Government of Indla foreibly pushed them back Into Bangladesh, 
following which many of them were killed, The tribals said if Tripura 
could accommodate 1,4 million nonetribal refugees after partition, tt 
could also accommodate such a emall number of tribal refugees from Bangla- 
desh, without straining its resources, 


Apart trom Large-scale economle exploitation of tribale by nonetribale, 
which te much more severe than anywhere else in the country, what has 
hurt the younger generation most is the massive encroachment by non- 
tribals on forest land reserved exclusively for the tribala, The exclu- 
sive right that they had over 1,/60-square miles of reserved forests, 
which the Tripura Maharaja, by two Actas of 1931 and 1945, had set apart 
for the tribals, was taken away by the Congress Government in 1974 with 
the help of a land amendment Act. ‘This enabled non-tribals to encroach 
on tribal land, 


Thoughout their long rule in the State, the Congress Government ignored 
their interests as well as their constitutional rights, Although the 
Left Front Government, during its one and a half years' rule has sought 
to give some benefits to tribale, ite efforts have eventually been sabo- 
taged from within and without, 


Growing Popularity 


The younger generation has found out the "“worthlessness" of the estab- 
lished political parties as far as safeguarding the interests of tribals 
in concerned and this largely explains its tnelination towards the TUJS 
which, by its recent agitations and pledges, has sought to give the 
impression that it alone can fulfill the aspirations of the tribals, 


While the CPI(M) has some young tribal workers in ita fold, the Congress 
(1) is almost bereft of such support. A common feature to be noticed tn 
many politically minded tribal families is that while the fathers who were 
the first to bring the communist ideology to the State in the early forties 
and continued to be active workers of CPI and CPI(M) their children are 
invariably supporters and activists of TUJS, 


The Chief Minister admitted erosion in the following of young tribals 
from his party. None among the 15 CPI(M) MLA's is below 45 years. ‘The 
Left parties, to many, seems to be losing its appeal to this generation, 
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lhe sudden emergence and growling popularity of Mr Bejoy Rankhel, the 29- 
yeareold TUJS leader, was mainly because he was able to tell the youth 
somewhat convincingly that the promises made by other political parties 
to improve thelr lot were a bluff and the only way out for them wan to 
rally round TUJS and work for “our emancipation,” Lt had raised its 
banner of revolt against Injustice and exploitation but unfortunately 

it turned into a carnage, Whether this was deliberate time alone will 
tell a TUJS activiat sald, 


To what extent the TUJS has been able to influence the tribal youth can

[Text | New Delhi, June 21,-°The State Power Ministers resolved today 
that they would increase the inatalled capacity and complete the oncom- 
ing projects speedily as the two immediate remedies to improve the power 
supply position, 


briefing reporters at the end of the twoeday conference, the Minister for 
Energy and Coal, Mr A, B.A. Ghant Khan Choudhary, geld the States had agreed, 
in principle, to establish a national power grid, which would work on a 
single tariff. The way in which the inetitutional organization will fune- 
tion will be sorted out at a later stage, 


Addressing the Ministers for the second day in succession, Mre Gandhi 
isked the State governments to strive and improve the performance of 
power stations, "We have gathered here," the Prime Minister recalled, 
"not to blame one State or another, one agency or department, one Minis- 
try or another Ministry, but to find ways how we can all work together 
and cooperate in order to find solutions. There is no problem which 
cannot be solved, it is a question of using tmagination in trying to get 
the cooperation of all who are working and not hesitating to take 
decisions.” 


The Prime Minister said the country was facing enormous problems, During 
her visit to Sallebury and Belgrade, she had met leaders who were equally 
worried about certain international problems, but only for a short while, 
Their major worry was about the economic condition of their own country. 


The Minister for Energy said the conference decided to pay mre attention 
to the hydro-power projects. Since the hydro-power projects were taking 
4 long time to be executed in the Himalayan region, it was decided to 
engage the services of foreign nations for expertise and supply of some 
equipment. 


Thermal Stations 
The conference has decided to have super thermal power stations near the 


coal pitheads. In future, Mr Chaudhary said, there would be more thermal 
stations near the coal pitheads, 
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le sald all the Power Miniatere had welcomed the I'rime Mintater's sugges- 
tion that the rate of growth of power generation should be at least 10%

INTUC NATIONAL CONVENTION SCORES CONGRESS (1)

[Text] Inaugurating a two-day national convention of Indian National 
Trade Union Congress (INTUC) workers in the capital on Saturday morning, 
Congress president D. Devraj Ure warned the working people of the conspir- 
acy being hatched by the ruling clique to destroy democracy and all 
standards of morality.

at the meeting. Contrasting his own manner of functioning with those of

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CALCUTTA PORT CHALRMAN REPORTS DWINDLING TRAFFIC

[Text] Despite all-round improvement in the working condition at Caleutt. 


port during the past five monthe, traffic has dwindled at the port. Fewer 
shipe are arriving and, on an average, 12 berths are idle every day. 





Me S.R. Dae, Chatrman, Calcutta Port Trust, said on Friday that exporte 
from Caleutta port had fallen by 25% during the past three months. A mea- 
gre 6,000 tonnes of export cargo were lying in the sheds now. Of this 
quantity, only 2,900 tonnes were ready for shipment, 


He said that during the firet 17 days of June, Calcutta port handled 
157,000 tonnes of cargo againet 169,000 tonnes during the same period 
last year, 


The arrival of eahips in Calcutta had declined, At present, on an average, 
80 ships called at the port in a month against 100 a few months ago. 


Mr NLM, Trivedi, president, Association of Shipping Interests, said that 
while in January and February daily on an average 25 to 28 ships were be- 
ing handled at the port, since May 25, the number had gone down to 18 

a day. 


The import of general cargo had decreased from 120,000 tonnes in January 
to 57,000 tonnes in May and that of export cargo from 80,000 tonnes in 
February to 56,000 tonnes in May, he said. 


The fall in export trade is considered unusual by port circles despite the 
fact that there ise generally a slackness in export during April and May. 
This period ta off season for tea, the export of which starts in full awing 
from the middle of July. 


But the export of jute goods has suffered this year because of the sudden 
imposition of one export duty on hessian, Export of jute goods to all 
countries, except the Soviet Union, has come to a virtual halt, The 
recession in the USA has alao led to a fall in demand, Against normal 
monthly shipment of about 25,000 tonnes of carpet backing to the USA, only 
13,000 tonnes are currently being exported, 





lhe export of engineering gooda, too, has been adversely affected because 
of imposition of a countervailing duty in the USA on sanitary casting and 
pipe shipped trom India, 


Moreover, @ substantial cargo of engineering goods and some tea, also, are 
being diverted to bombay because of attractive freight rates offered by 
tramp shipe operating trom that port, 


Ihe decline of trade te causing concern to the Caleutta Port Trust authori- 
tlea in view of the fact that an tdeal condition for work prevaile at the 
port now, Mr Dae etated that aince December 25, 1979, there had been no 
dislocation of work, The port was now completely free from congestion, 
There was no walting pertod for general cargo veesele at Calcutta and 
Haldia, Ships carrying specialized cargo had to wait for no more than a 
day or two for a berth, All forma of congestion surcharges had been 
removed by the shipping Lines in April. 


There ta quicker turn-round of ships with the improvement in cargo hand- 
ling. The rate of loading and unloading of cargo has increased by 20 to 
25%. New equipment like 18 forklifts has been brought and more equipment 
and machinery are on the way, 


The Chatrman said that Caleutta port now handled about 300,000 tonnes 
cargo in a month, But the port had a capacity to handle at least 450,000 
tonnes 4 month. 


Besides general cargo he said, Calcutta could handle specialized cargo 
like fertilizer, cement, salt and coal. There were facilities for hand- 
ling tron ore, coal, petroleum products and containers at Haldia. A new 
container berth was also operating at Calcutta since February and 300 
containers at Haldia. A new container berth was also operating at Cal- 
cutta since February and 300 containers were lifted every month by a 
foreign line trom Calcutta, he added, 


Both the shippers and shipping Lines agree that the labour situation has 
been reasonably normal during the past few months. Mr Trivedi, however, 
alleged that a section of workers had started an agitation recently de- 
manding more bookings for them on ships. But this was not possible, he 
said, as the arrival of vessels and despatch of cargo had fallen at the 
port. All the registered workers under the Dock Labour board were assured 
of guaranteed minimum wages, he added. 


He said that shipping lines were hopeful that export of tea and engineer- 
ing goods would pick up from July and that of jute goods, particularly 
carpet backing to the USA, from August. Every effort should now be made 
to ensure that the foreign buyers’ confidence in Calcutta port was not 
shaken as in the past.

[Text] KOMPAS celebrated ite anniversary last week-- 
for the firet time without ite founder, P.K, Ojong. 
The daily, possibly the biggest in Southeast Asta, 
has 4 new general management now, 


It's the afternoon of WO September 1965, This is a critical day, A 
number of "forward-looking" ABRI [Indonesian Armed Forces) officers call- 
ing themselves the 30 September Movement have taken charge. However, 
happening to hear of their plan to teeue a mandate that every paper being 
published must declare ite loyalty to the new authorities, the general 
manager of KOMPAS, P.K, Ojong, decided to refuse, “We won't do it, It 
will not matter if we are shut down now, or if we hang on for a few more 
days," 


Fortunately, there were new developments that day, The 30 September 
Movement was resoundingly defeated, KOMPAS, which wae jointly managed 

with Jakob Oetama, was not shut down, This incident was recalled on 

26 June when the morning paper celebrated its 15th anniversary, particularly 
since the celebration was different thie time: ite founder, P.K. Ojong 

had died suddenly a month earlier. 


"We have sustained a great loss," Jacob said of Ojong's death, I'm not 
exaggerating. Ojong was the prime mover behind the flourishing media 
enterprise, However, even without Ojong, Jacob said, few changes will 

be made in KOMPAS “because we have made KOMPAS an institution with or- 
ganizational and personnel methods which, in my opinion, are pretty stable." 
Thies managing editor, a Javanese educated as a epiritual leader and 

teacher, has served concurrently since July as general manager. 


Although the business aspect ia of consequence, KOMPAS's initial spirit 
will be maintained under Jakob Oetama's leadership, Born during diffi- 
cult times, KOMPAS initially published no more than 10,000 coptes. 

















Publication was alwayea delayed, Printing was contracted out to a number 
of companies, and it had to wait ite turn until other papers were printed, 
[ts cireulation was trregular during the firet 3 monthe, 


"If a scholarly economic feasibility study had been made at that time, 
it certainly would have shown that it would not be feasible [in italics) 
to establish a new newspaper," wrote Indra Gunawan, a senior reporter 
for KOMPAS, in his article celebrating the anniversary of the paper last 
week, 


but from that hard-scrabble paper, ite work shouldered by only seven 
editorial ataffers and ten reporters, KOMPAS has grown into the biggest 
newspaper, with an editorial staff of more than 70 persons, It has not 
only succeeded in swelling ite circulation to more than 300,000 copies 

a day--probably the biggest in Southeast Asia--but this paper, published 
by the Yayasan Bentara Rakyat, has aleo successfully given birth to other 
enterprises including the monthly magazine INTISARI, which in fact was 
published even before KOMPAS. Other efforts include the establishment 

of PT Gramedia, which ie moving into the printing, publishing, bookstore, 
and film-making fields. This means that more than 1,000 persons are now 
employed by the organization, including those who work on KOMPAS, 


The rapid development of KOMPAS is depicted in the article by Indra 
Gunawan. He writes that it has been painful to act ae a witness of the 
earlier tmage of drill trousers and poorly-dyed ehirte and a general 
manager who personally dropped by to introduce 4 paper to sales agents. 


Editorially KOMPAS also continues to raise ite standards. According to 
Jacob Oetama, KOMPAS is exerting iteelf in order that reports on problems 
are based on complete and accurate data and that analyses are more com- 
prehensive. Nonetheless he admitted that “we sometimes succeed in this 
effort and sometimes we do not.” 


Since its inception, Indra Gunawan said, this paper wanted to offer other 
features of Indonesian journaliem. Perhaps that ie why a fairly large 
part of the paper was devoted to analytical commentaries or discussion 

of some problem. "Because of the great number of such articles, KOMPAS 
was often described as a journal,” Jacob said. 


Models for such an approach are found in continental European dailies 

such as LE MONDE in France and DIE WELT in Germany. This intellectual 
coloration evidently was proudly nurtured by KOMPAS's caretakers. When 
one sees the number of readers increasing from year to year, it is apparent 
that such a coloration has a drawing power for many reasons. 


It goes without saying that there are criticiems, for instance, that hot 
news ts felt to be absent from KOMPAS. Other criticiems are more tech- 
nical: for inetance that the reportage on page one should mention the 
name of the writer--because it contains his opinions--and it is sometimes 
published as a factual news item. In general, however, the readers are 
not overly attentive to these shortcomings. KOMPAS continues to be one 
of the highly respected dailies. 
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Jacob Oetama himeel! saya that KOMPAS te pursuing the goal of improving 
the quality of ite newamen, "“Newemen are being required to have a 
mastery of elementary social survey methods, for inatance,” Jacob said, 


It goes without saying that necessary improvement in the professional 
qulaiticationa of ite newamen ta not the only matter under diacusston 

at the datly KOMPAS, KOMPAS now faces the predicament that these efforta 
at improvement may be too late, ach edition te limited to 12 pages and 
the Limitation on the number of advertisements reduces the company's 
revenue, although it ta public knowledge that KOMPAS workers, in partteular 
ite newemen, have decent incomes, 


Just how large they are, Jacob Oetama was not prepared to breathe a word, 
A 50-year old intellectual, born tn the village of Bhorobudur, Jacob only 
amiled modestly when asked how much hia newamen were paid,

and credits advanced by friendly countries and other agencies 
for specific development projects. At a time when the country 
is faced with financial stringency and funds are needed for 
investment in productive undertekings, ay me 
demonstration of such incurable penchant for luxury items—in 
flagrant violation of the Government's directive to e 
strict economy—can only be construed as their pathological 
insensitiveness. An autonomous body wes found keen on 
importing 41 automobiles, big and small, when it discovered 
that it was left with a nominal surplus. An order was pieced 
for 27 small cars from the donor country and for 14 limousines 
from another country. This despite the fact that the govern: 
ment is understood to have instructed the organisation to 
return the surplus to the donor country. 


This brazen disregard of the directives for susterity would 
perhaps have remained undetected if the Finance Ministry had 
not thrown @ spanner into the works. It was only when the 
Finance Ministry was approeched for a customs clearence for 
27 sail cars, which heve already arrived in Karachi, that this 
manifest abuse of power came to light.

| million tonnes of tron ore lump over a period of six years, The first 
ship carrying ore ta expected to leave Sepetiba port in September this 
year to dtacharge at the Paktlatan Steel Jetty at Bin QOasim in October. 
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When in tull production, this tirat integrated Steel complex would consume 
about two million tonnes of tron ore annually to be imported trom Australia, 
bragil, Canada, India and Liberta, 


A six-year agreement has been signed tor the supply of 1./ million tonnes

To set at rest the controversy about tmport of iron-ore from India, it was 
decided that Pakistan should not become totally dependent on that country 
for its tron-ore requirements for the 1.1 million ton steel Mills at Pipri. 
lt was, therefore, decided that instead of importing the whole required 
lron-ore, a substantial quantity will be imported to keep the cost of 

steel production as low as possible, as the imports from other sources 
would cost much more than the Indian ore, 


lhe Pakistan Industrial Development Corporation is considering the feasi- 
bility of supplying tron-ore to Pakistan Steel at Piori from Chigendik 
Pachinkoh in Chagai district of Baluchistan, 


According to an official source, the geological studies conducted by PIDC 
and Chinese experts have indicated the prospects of 100 million tons of 
iron-ore at Pachinkoh alone in Baluchistan, 


So far, the 13 million tons of high grade ore with an average 50 percent 
iron content have been proved in Chagai district of which eight million 
tons are in Pachinkoh area, while another five million tons iron-ore has 
been confirmed in its vicinity at Chigendek, 


PIDC has commissioned three new rigs for tron-ore drilling at Pachinkoh 
and plans to drill another 10,000 metres in this area as well as at Chigen- 
dik in view of encouraging results achieved so far. 
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Samples of tron ore pellets obtained trom these two places tn Chagal 
district of Baluchistan have already been examined by the Japanese cone 
sulting tnatitute which found them possessing excellent potential tor

Studles conducted on ores have indicated encouraging resulte and that they

The Federal Cabinet has ala decided to permit the Pakistan Steel Mille 
Corporation to set up its own shipping and transportation arrangements tor 
lron ore and coal through appotnting suitable consultants or brokers so 
that it can commer » its operation by the end of thie year, 


Such arrangements would not involve any direct expenditure on the part of 
the Corporation as the consultants or brokers would get thelr normal com- 
mission from the ship owners as is the normal practice in charter business, 


lhe appointments of consultants or brokers by the Pakistan Steel Mills 
Corporation would be subject to approval of the Coal and Iron Ore Nego~ 
tiation Committee which comprises representatives of the Miniatry of 
Production, Commerce, Finance and Pakistan Steel, 


ror this purpose, the committee will be strengthened by the addition of 
Chairman Port Qasim Authority, who would be a member of this Committee 
for the purpose of dealing with shipping matters, 


(he Committee would also take decisions on any long-term proposals tor 
shipping arrangements along with financial implications such as the 
setting up of off-shore transshipment facilities suggested by the con- 
sultants., 


The possibility of organising a bulk carriage company tor shipment of 
{ron ore or coal would be explored in order to have Pakiatan own arrange- 
ment for shipping available within the next five years. Such a bulk 
carrier company could be a joint venture between PNSC and Pakistan Steel 
as well as foreign investors.

In anticipation of the first blast furnace being fired tn December this 
year, the Pakistan Steel Mills have been making arrangement tor the supply 
of tron-ore and coal that will be needed for the mills.

In the past two weeks, colleges and universities of Metro Manila 

ave been the venues of the students’ opposition to tuition fee 
reases. Students from many universities have resorted to 
oycott of classes, mass meetings and marches to air their gripes, 
ter perhaps finding that efforts to reach education officials 
through the public hearings conducted have proved futile. 

it is well that these spontaneous protests were documented by 
“action” photos that have appeared in all major newspapers, lest 
school security guards and policemen in plainclothes could deny 
that they broke up these gatherings through methods other than 
persuasion. The police, of course, can very easily say that these 
student demonstrators co not have permits, but do city and 
municipal mayors give out permits to hold such legitimate forms 
of airing opinions? 

The violence that happened on Arroceros st. the other day 
when some 220 policemen and crowd control aides forcibly dis- 
persed 1,500 demonstrators was nothing short of similar scenes we 
have witnessed in the early 1970s. Generally peaceful mass actions 
such as that one before the Ministry of Education and Culture 
should have been allowed to dissipate normally. The students 
came as a group to dramatize their objection to a Batasan bill on 
education, and their protest against high tuition fee. By putting 
a cordon around the MEC building, are the police preventing the 
citizens to be heard by Education Minister OD. Corpuz, who 
represents them in the legislature’ And why should those young 
boys anu eirls who dared voice out what they think on perfectly 
legitimate issues he clubbed and whipped by truncheons?’

The loan will be used to pay for imports of capital goods intended for 
economic development projects, Peso proceeds from the Wh loan will alae 
be used to finance, among other things, the requirements of the Export 
Processing Zone Authority (EPZA). 


Another proposed borrowing to be known as the “Apex loan" worth $150 
million will be negotiated with the WB in January or February 1980, 


Proceeds of the Apex loan will be relent to financial inatitutions auch 
ae the Private Development Corp. of the Philippines, the Private Invest- 
ment Syatemsa Organization (P1180) to finance projects in the private sec- 
tor. 


So far the country's external debt has reached a total of $11,049 million 
as of June W, 1980, according to data made public by the Central bank. 


Of the total amount $5.1 billion or 46 percent went to the private sector 
while the public sector and the Central Bank accounted for $5,486 billion 
or 5O percent and $439 million or four percent, respectively, 


The country needs the additional resources because of the growing deficit 
in ite merchandise trade (exports less imports) due to the increasing cost 
of imports, particularly oil, 


As of June 30, 1980, the merchandise trade deficit had reached 4 stagger~- 
ing $973 million, despite strong gains made in the exports of sugar, 
mineral products, fruite and vegetables and nontraditional manufactured 
products.

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TRADE WITH EAST GERMANY IMPROVED

[Text] Trade between the ’hilippines and the German Democratic Republic 
(Kast Germany) has improved considerably reaching more than $22 million 
during the firat quarter of 1980, 


During the Cirat quarter of 1979, trade between the two countries amounted 
to only $11 million, 


The increase was traced mainly to the participettcoa of Philippine firms 
in the Leipzig Trade Fair last March, 


Karl Heing Starke, GDR's commercial attache to the Philippines said Phivi- 
dec alone was able to win a $4.5 million contract for the supply of 
1,400 tone of coffee beans, 


This makes the Philippines a significant exporter of coffee to East 
Germany which has an annual consumption of 55,000 tons, Other major 
coffee suppliers to the GDR are Africa and Brazil. 


Starke said that the forthcoming spring version of the Leipzig Trade 
fair, one of the world's biggest and important trade exhibitions attracts 
at least 6,000 exhibitors of major products ranging from chemicals to 
machinery and consumer goods. The fair starts on August 31 and is held 
twice a year with 50 countries participating. 


Starke also said that since the signing of a trade agreement with the 
Philippines in 1977, arrangements have been made to supply the Philip- 
pines with textile plants and equipment, graphic arts materials, 
office equipment, scientific instruments and equipment and technology 
for open coal mining.

NEW BUSINESS TAXES CRITICIZED=--Many of our so-called tax experts are 
worse enemies of the New Society than the NPAs, the communists and all 
the rebels of the MNLF.

The statement tasued by the civil rights movement said: "The fact that 
insurance is a State monopoly in Sri Lanka will give any Government a 
potent weapon to atifle freedom of expression, The State in the form of 
insurer, will not only decide on the amount of the premium but also will 
lay down the conditions with which the newspaper must comply, in effect, 
the State can thu determine who may publish a paper, and who may not, 
State control of he media thus becomes total," 


"Yo treat every paper as potential lethal object Like a motorcar which must 
be insured againat third party rieks is a atrange idea which is not, so far 
as the CRM ta aware, known elaewhere, (Voluntary ineaurance practised 

by some large newapaper concerns ta an entirely different matter.) This 
concept ignores the baste role of newapapers in the freedom of expression 
and freedom of political activity tn a democratic society, They cannot be 
treated on a par with other consumer goods or business enterprises,

greater 111, The new law would place the monetary interest of a few 
potential tndividual victims of defamation above two very much more im- 
portant interests, namely the right of the public to receive its news from 
a wide variety of sources and the right of every person or group; powerful 
or weak, rich or poor, to communicate with others by publishing a paper,” 
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
